Can Be Prevented 


"How can such infections jbe pre- 


vented? That the great majority of 
them can be prevented is proved by 
the experience of industrial com- 
panies. Many companies severely 
penalize an employe who fails to 
have immediate first-aid treatment 
for any injury, no matter how trif- 
ling. In some larger plants, where 
the rules are most strictly enforced, 
the infection rate in accidents has 
dropped to a fraction of 1 per cent. 
If the same care were observed in 
home and schoo], 90 per cent of the 
nation's tragedies due to infection 
would not occur. 


"Respect any break in the skin, 


and close the door to bacterial in- 
fection as soon as possible. Wash- 
ing with soap and water is often 
surprisingly effective,. provided too 
much injury to the abrasive tissue 
does not occur. Choose the antisep- 
tics with care, but avoid the use of 
ineffective preparations and mouth 
washes. It should»be remembered, 
however, that the antiseptic treat- 
ment is never 100 per cent effective, 
and if there is not prompt healing 
of the wound and clearing up of 
any infection, a physician should be 
so advised immediately. In case of 
-extensive injuries, the physician 
should be called promptly. 


Sterilize Needle 


"Don't obey that all too common 


impulse to suck the wound. While 
it helps to make the blood flow, 
your mouth is the snug, warm 
home of the bacteria which cause 
infection. Remember when you re- 
move a splinter with a needle that 
deadly germs may live on the 
needle. Hence the needle should al- 
ways be sterilized by being passed 
through a flame. 


"Pimples and blackheads are so 


commonplace that often they are 
not treated with due regard to their 
seriousness. A pimple or a boil on 
the upper lip or on the nose is al- 
ways a matter of great danger, for 
infection can enter the vein in this 
region and pass directly into the 
blood stream at the base of the 
brain: meningitis may result,

thrown off our balance by a war 
with which we have nothing to 
do. whose causes cannot touch us, 
whose very existence affords us 
opportunities 
of friendship and 


disinterested service which should 
make us ashamed of any thought 
of hostility or fearful preparation 
lor trouble." 


City Was Neutral Too 


At that early stage of the war 


Appleton seemed as neutral as the 
president. Appleton citizens up to 
that time had donated a little over 
$500 to the Belgian Relief fund, and 
about the same amount had been 
raised in the city for the German- 
Austrian Aid society's fund. 


Italy also saw no reason for get- 


ling into the war. "No new fact 
has intervened to prompt the gov-

German army was 


blamed on General Rennenkamp 
because, the Russians alleged, the 
Germans were all but trapped.' 
Rennenkamp was relieved of his 
command, the story reported. 


At the end of the first week 


of December, 1914, with the war 
a little over three months old, the 
Pan-American union, realizing the 
utter futility of expecting 
the 


warring countries of Europe vol- 
untarily to neutralize the oceans 
of the western hemisphere, met in 
Washington to seek some other 
method of keeping European and 
Japanese Warships on the other 
side of the world. Representatives 
of Brazil, Argentina, Chile, Peru, 
Uruguay, Ecuador and Cuba met 
with Secretary of State Bryan to 
wrestle with the almost hopeless 
problem.

CASE RECORDS OF A PSYCHOLOGIST 


By Dr. George W. Crane 


Psychologist, Northwestern University 


Here is a girl whose sales talk 


was good but she failed to deliver 
it properly. A canned sales talk is 
invaluable for successful selling, bat 
a canned talk which has been prop- 
erly memorized, doesn't sound like a 
memorized speech. It sounds spar- 
kling, alive and spontaneous. 


CASE P-124: Frances J., aged 28, 


called me on the telephone this 
morning. 


"Is this Dr. Crane?" she inquired, 


and I assented. "Well, I am calling 
about your membership in the Field 
Museum," she rushed on. 


"The Field Museum sells annual 


memberships for $10 and life mem- 
berships for $100. The money thus 


obtained goes to finance our educa- 
tional work in the schools. Every 
week, you know, we place a new 
exhibit in each of the schools. 


"Besides, "we conduct lecture se- 


ries here at the Museum to which 
you and your family are admitted 
free, etc, etc." 
DIAGNOSIS: 


For probably 10 minutes I listen- 


ed to a monologue -without having a 
chance to. answer "Yes" or "No." 
Her sales talk was very good. It cov- 
ered the salient points. 


But I knew that she was either 


reciting a memorized sales talk or 
else was reading it directly from a 
sheet of paper in front of her. 


She lapsed into the sing-song de- 


livery of the child reciting a poem 
in school. Her voice rose and fell so 
regularly that it grew monotonous. 


I mention this incident today, not 


to be unduly critical of this young 
woman who is routinely calling 
physicians and other professional 
men, delivering a sales talk by tele- 
phone, but to warn young salesmen 
of the pitfalls in salesmanship. 


How To Be A Good Salesman 
For years I was, a salesman, my- 


self, and I have also been teaching 
courses in the Psychology of Adver- 
tising and Selling for over 10 years. 
I make this defense of myself, as 


you can probably surmise, in order 
to forestall any criticism that I, too, 
am an impractical college professor 
who theorizes freely about that oJ 
which he has no first hand informa- 
tion. 


A salesman cannot expect to be 


successful if he gurgles and stam- 
mers in uncertainly regarding what 
to say. He must have a tales talk so 
that in emergencies, he can always 
be prepared. 


Most of the large companies today 


furnish their new salesmen with at 
least one or more such talks. These 
have been used by other successful 
salesmen. They have proved to be 
valuable. 


Maybe they aren't the height of 


perfection, but they are usually 
much better than any the tyro sales- 
man can concoct, so be sure you 
memorize them. And by memoriz- 
ing, I don't mean stop when you can 
first recite the speech perfectly. 


Repeat it again and again until 


you can look a customer in the eyes 
and give the sales talk with such 
enthusiasm and expression that it 
seems like spontaneous conversa- 
tion. 


The star salesmen use canned 


sales talks. But they never sound 
like canned talks for they are so 
much a part of the salesman thai 
they flow along like normal conver- 
sation. 


Memorize A Canned Sales Talk 
Even though you have a memor- 


ized talk, you can still show some 
ingenuity and originality regarding 
it 


You need not give the paragraphs 


in 1-2-3-4-5 order. If the converva- 
tion happens to get started at an 
unusual spot juggle your sales para- 
graphs. Maybe you can give thera 
in 3-1-2-4-5 order. But be sure you 
know the component paragraphs 
perfectly. 


Frequently I have been called in 


by insurance firms to analyze their 
poor salesmen, and I often find they 
haven't yet learned a sales talk welL 
Oh. they can stumble through it by 
looking out the window and ignor- 
ing the customer's face. They may 
hesitate and show uncertainty. 


But a canned talk, properly mem- 


orized, eliminates uncertainly and 
staring out of the window. It sounds 
natural and spontaneous. And it 
frees the salesman's attention so he 
can watch his customer's face and 
actions.

Also across the rocks, the 
outlines of twigs and leaves show 
very plainly — all of them part of 
the rock. 


"My friend said he managed to 


turn the rock over, and he found 
the other side to have much the 
same appearance. The rock also 
has shells, I think. "Would the rock 
be of any value to a museum'

Natural history, museums often 


are interested in a discovery of this 
sort, and I have sent Mrs. Paroell 
the names of two museums to which 
letters of inquiry might be ad- 
dressed. 


In a special case, It would be hard 


to tell what value there may be in 
a discovery. Sometimes a museum 
may have a plentiful supply of "fos- 
sils" of a certain kind of animal. 
In other cases, a fossil may be rare 
and of a good deal of value 


Museums often send out exploring 


parties to dig in mountain sides, and 
elsewhere, for the remains of dino- 
saurs, fish and other animals of the 
far past If any part of a large an- 
imal is located scientists tal^e great 
care in digging without breaking 
them up any more than they have 
been broken by Nature, 


The skeletons of animals found 


in rocks tend to be much flattened. 
After the remains are gathered, 
experts in a museum may need to 
work several months before they 
can put a skeleton together in just 
the right way for display 


Proofs have been found that al- 


most every part of this continent 
has been under water at one time 
or another 
Scientists say that 


changes have been taking place for 
many millions of years, one part 
of the continent rising at one time, 
another part later
